| tors have grown accustomed to what 


ene can only deseribe as a situation of 
chronic urgency 

And the completion of. the ‘plan 
allotted time depends on so 
many Unpredictables-—eneugh architects, 
enough builders, enough doctors, enough 
money-—-that it seems more reasonable 


iat this stage to await developments. 


In a country that is full of ancient 
monuments it is not surprising to learn 
that over one-quarter of the hospitals 
were ,built more thah 100 years ago 
when Queen Victoria was still a young: 
ish woman. The majority of the others 


were put up while she was still on the 


throne nearly 70 years ago. To that ex: 
tent, the Health. Service has been 
chained to the 19th century. 


Belated Entry

Diagnosis of Brucellosis 


T am beginning. again to get questions 
about “chronie brucellosis.” Bruceljosis is 
the “abortion fever’ Of Cattle and hogs.

doubts about the diagnosis, 

Often the woman said stie had been ailing 
for much of her life, and [doubted if any 
Infection could have lasted that long. Also, 
in many cases the symptoms were -typically 
those of an overly sensitive woman With “the 
habit of illness,” and the love of being oper 
ated on. Often she said she had wondered a 
bit when she found that practically all of 
thé patents” or her-rew-doctor Sitting in 
his waiting-room, were being treated for 
brucellosis, This suggested that he. was de- 
cidediy a. faddist, 

In scores of these cases I had our expert 
bacteriologists at the Mayo Clinie cheek 
the patient for so-called agglutinins in the 
biped,--and—they.would report. that they 
couldn't find any signs to warrant the 
diagnosis of brucellosis. “Another stiong 65> 
Jection tothe diagnosis was that the patient 
was a woman who had been brought up in 
a big city where’ she had never even seen 
a cow or a pig, and had drunk only pasteur.

Spinx—perhaps the outstanding expert in 
the U.S. on this disease—said that, “Chronic 
bricellosis does occur, but too frequently 
such a diagnosis remains in doubt because 
of questionable. supporting clinical and 
laboratory data.” In othef. words, there is 
no laboratory evidence to support the 
diagnosis,’ and the Symptoms are not 
typleally those of brucellosis. 

Tam happy to say that the fad of diagnos- 
ing brucellosis has largély faded out so that 
today I Seldonr hear of it. All fashionable 
diseases tend to disappear after a while, To- 
day the fashionable one is “chronic diverti- 
culitis”--a Aisease which IT am not~—sure 
exists. Of late the fad of a low blood sugar 
is being brought back ‘to life. As I have 
said, a very busy doctor with 20 people still, 
in his reception room at 4 o'clock must have 
a fashionable disease with which to get a 
talkative woman quickly out ‘of the place. 
To try to explain to her how she could be so 
ill just because of nerves would take an hour, 
and then the woman might go out angry!
